The shooting of President Mc­ 
Kinley by an assassin has shocked 
not only the American nation, but 
the civilized world and, should he 
die, as he doubtless will from the 
nature of his wounds, is a more 
deplorable tragedy and an event of 
greater import than the assassina­ 
tion of either Lincoln or Garfield, 
because our nation is now greater 
and moro enlightened than when 
those events darkened the pages of 
our history.
